Niagara Falls, N. T., Feb. (The great 
lee bridge which has choked the river chan- 
nel between the cataract and the upper 
steel arch bridge below the falls for the last 
three weeks, broke. from its shoring at noon 
today. It shot down the river, taking with 
u to their death a man and woman believed 
to be Mr. and Mrs. Eldridge Stanton of 247 
Huron street, Toronto, and Durrell Heacock, 
17 years old, of East One Hundred and Sev- 
emeenth street, Cleveland, O. Mr. Stanton 
was 32 years old and a stationer. Mrs. Star 
ton was 28 years old. 

Four other persons were on the ice at the 
time, but managed to get ashore in safety. 

The bridge was considered safe. For 
weeks the great fields of ice had been com- 
ing down the river, piling up against the 
barrier, until it wag from sixty to eighty 
feet thick, and under the influence of zero 
weather the great mass had become firmly 
anchored to the shore. The jam was about 
1.000 feet in length and in some places a 
quarter of a mile in breadth. 


Bridge Was Thought Safe. 

For two weeks it had offered safe paseage 
to the hardy and today an immense crowd 
of excursionists came to view the winter 
wonder of the river. 

Had the accident happened an hour later in 
the day hundreds would have lost their lives, 
for the crowd was moving into Prospect 
park. in the elevators that run down the 


eli tor the purpose of venturing out upon 


the ice. 

Somewhere deep in the great whirlpool 
tonight sleeps the man, partially identified 
as Mr. Stanton, who twice put aside chances 
of rescue in order to remain with his terror 
stricken wife, and who, in the shadow of 
death—just at the break in the rapide, 
spurned assistance for himself and attempt- 
ed to bind about The woman's body a rope 
dangling from the lower steel arch bridge. 

The lad, Burrell Heacock, was cast in the 
same mold. Had he nat turned back on the 
ice to give assistance the man, he, too, 
might have made the shore. 


Eight Pérsons on Hoe. 

On the bridge ‘at the time it tore free from 
the shore besides those drogyvned were Mon- 
roe Gilbert of this city, Ignatius Roth of 
Cleveland, ~Heacock'’s companion; William 
Hill and William Labilond, river men. and 
an unidentified Italian. 

Hill's shack was nearest to the American 


shore. When he heard the grinding and 


crashing of the ice he ran at top speed 
towards the Canadian ‘shore calling to the 
others to follow him. Lablond gave them 
warning that safety lay in that direction. 
Gilbert and the Italian followed their lead, 
but the others became confused. By the 
time they had regained their composure 
the bridge was moving fast down the 
river. 

The man and woman started first towards 
the American shore, but were stopped by a 
lane of open water. Back they ran again 
towards the Canadian side. then turned 
about and made for the American side. 
When hardly more than fifty yards from the 
rocky shore the woman fell on her face, 
utterly spent. 

“I can’t go on; I can't go on,” she cried. 
Let us die here.“ *

And all the time the great field of ice, 4 
onward by a „ ee gale, and pressed 
by a jam brokeg free from its anchorage near 
the base of the Horseshoe fall, went on 
breasting the terrible outrush of the Niagara 
Falls Power company’s tunnel outflow, the 
mightiest current in all the river, withbut 
being broken. 

As the woman fel] the man strove to get 
her to her feet again. and tried to crag her 
along the ice, calling for assistance to Roth 
and Heacock, who were nearest. Heacock 
turned back to the couple and helped sup- 
port the woman. The act cost him his 
life 

Roth struggied along over the hummocks 
of ice, getting close to the open stretch of 
water at the Canadian end of the jam. There 
were men on the siiore ready to give him 
assistance, biond, Hill, William Cook. 
and Supt. - King of the Ontario Power 
company.

Drags Boy Ashore. 

They were stationed at the bottom of the 
cliff just at the foot of Eastwood street, 
Niagara Falls, Ont.

Building Commissioner Henry Ericsson is 
the man who started the attempt at house- 
cleaning in his own department. No sooner 
had he assumed office than he realized the 
department's whole working plan was in- 
adequate, because no check was kept on the 
inspectors, some seventy-five in number.

FIREMEN IN PERIL 
AT $500,000 BLAZE 


Fifteen Narrowly . Escape 
Death in Destruction of 
Nothern Malt Com- 
pany’s Plant. 


* 


SCENE IS SPECTACULAR. 


Fifteen firemen escaped death only be- 
cause of the presence at mind of Chief Se. 
ferlich in a fire which destroyed the plant 
of the Northern Malt company at North 
Ashland avenue and Bloomingdale road, 
early this morning, causing a loss of $00.000. 

The fire at one ime seemed likely to de- 
stroy several blocks of buildings and wae 
watched by thousands of spectators. 

The grain elevaor was sik stories in height 


and of frame construction, while the malt- 


house, a seven story brick building, housed 
the machinery and the offices of the com- 
pany. 

Cheif Will Start Inquiry. 

Puzzled at the rapid spread of the flames, 
Fire Marshal Seyferlich who responded to 
the (Il alarm and numerous special calls, 
declared he would start an inquiry into the 
origin of the blaze. 

The two buildings are separated about 
four feet, and when the firemen: reached 
the scene in response to a telephone mes 
sage they found both structures enveloped 
in flames which shot hundrede of feet into 
the air. 

The fire is believed to have started in the 
grain elevator, and, fed by the inflammable 
contents, the frame structure was doomed 
shortly after the discovery of the blaze. The 
flames soon spread to the malt house which 
also was destroyed. 

A part of the walls of the malt house had 
fallen when Chief Seyferlich arrived and or- 
dered his men not to attempt to enter the 
building or approach it too closely, for fear 
the walls would collapse. 

The plant is only a short distance from 
the river, and the fire tugs assisted t he fire- 
men. ’ : : prt 
been ordered off the roof ot the malt house 
by Chief Seyferlich a twenty foot tower on 
top of the structure collapsed, and it is be- 
lieved that all would have been injured or 
killed had they not been ordered off in time., 

Adjoining the malt house ere the stables 
of the Jefferson Ice company, and firemen 
and policemen rescued a number of horses 
from the building. Many animals are sald to 
have perished. | 

Thousands of residents. of the vicinity. 
awakened by the fire, hurired to the scene, 
and the police had difficulty in preventing 
them from crowding into the danger zone. 


Fears Falling of Walls. 
For a time the whole district was threat- 
ened with destruction, and numerous spe- 
cial calls for more apparatus were sounded.

Slight explosions, attributed to grain dust 
combustion, occurred at frequent intervals, 
hurling bricks into the alr.

AFFAIR STIRS CAPITAL. 


Senators Amazed That Official 
Should Betray Trust Placed 
in Him. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN, 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 4. — [Speciai.J— 
Washington is buzzing tonight with specula- 
tion as to what the Lorimer investigating 
committee will do tomorrow to assert the 
dignity and authoritg of the senate which it 
represents. 

The spectacle of an employé of the com- 
mittee advising the Lorimer-Hines defense 
has aroused senators who have no connec- 
tion with the committce. Moreover, the fact 
that important documentary evidence Was 
removed from the committee room, osten- 
sibly for use by the official stenographers 
when, as a matter of fact, it was employed 
for an entirely different purpose, constitutes 
a peculiar feature of jast night’s occurrence, 
which is not overlooked in the discussion 
today. 

Burns to Force Action. 

W. J. Burns, head of the Burns detective 
agency, does not intend to rest under the im- 
putation that his agency has been engaged 
in a “frametp.”’ He rot only has absolute 
confidence in Detective Bailey, who * roped ” 

Charles McGowan, the Canadian, who ad- 
mitted to Bailey that he hed perjured him- 
self, but in James E. Sheridan, the dicta- 
graph operator, who heard and reported Me- 
Gowan's admission. 

Mr. Burns will be here tomorrow. He an- 
nounced today that either Milton W. Blumen- 
berg, the official stenographer of the com- 
mittee, who precipitated the extraordinary 
scene last night, and who is still under ar- 
rest, or Sheridan should be sent to jail. The 
fact must not be lost sight of in considering 
the testimony already given that the Hines 
defense by the production of letters and by 
the line of its cross examination has par- 
tially confirmed the reports of Bailey and 
Sheridan. It has been admitted that Wiehe 
paid money to McGowan, although the ex- 
Dlanation is that it was for his expenses. 


May Not Accept Apology. 

The whole story behind the conduct of 
Blumenberg, the officia] stenographer of the 
committee, will be developed tomorrow. 

It would not be surprising if, when the 
committee reassembles in the morning, 
he make an apology for his autburst and 
inform the committee that his behavior was 
due to overwork and the strain connected 
therewith. 1 

Whether the committee will accept his 
apology or not is not known. e committee 
undoubtedly will examine Mr. Blumenberg 
as to his reasons for communicating his 
opinions to Edward Hines and his lawyer, 
Mr. Hynes, and Elbridge Hanecy, counsel 
for Senator Lorimer. 

During t! session last night the committee 
took the position that it was the duty of Mr. 
Blumenberg, as its employé, to communi- 
cate to its chairman, ae his superior, any 
information bearing on the Lorimer case 
which he might gather. 


Tends to Compromise Defense. 

To go to Edward Hines and Mr. Hanecy 
and others not connected with the commit- 
tee and : thes to say to the committee that 
they were “not the most important people 
on earth,” tends to give the country the 
impression of collusion with the defense, 
which members of the committee and friends 
of Blumenberg resent. 

There are memoers of the senate whd have 
not forgotten the astonishing disappearance 
on the floor of the senate last winter of the 
Holstlaw deposit slip, which proved the de- 
posit by Holstlaw of the $2,500 in currency 
received by the Iuka man from John Broder- 
ick. Because of this incident the Dillingham 
committee has been extremely careful in 
a documentary evidence presented 

0 

At the session last night it developed that 
the steno phic notes made by James E. 
Sheridan, thé Burns dictagraph operator, had 
been loaned, to Blumenberg, who explained 
that his stenographers needed them in mak- 
ing up the record of the day’s proceedings. 


Notes Had Been Tranecribed. 

How stenographic notes could be used for 
any such purpose is not understood. Sheri- 
dan had transcribed them, and had com- 
pared the transcript with his notes in the 
open committee room 

It is reported that Blumenberg and one of 
his assistants examined the notes to deter- 
mine their genuineness, and did not use them 
for the purpose for which the} were os- 
tensibly borrowed. The notes were returned 
when called for. 

The history of the senate or of the houge 
contains no record of an incident such as 
‘that which occurred last night. Witnesses 
before committees have been punished for 
contumacy, but Blumenberg was not a wit- 


ness. 
Ruling Which May Apply. 

The standing rules of the senate contain 
the following paragraph, which it is said 
tonight may be invoked with respect to 
Blumenberg: 

es Any senator or officer of the senate who 
shail disclose the secret or confidential busi- 
hess or proceedings of the senate, shall be 
liable, if a senator, to suffer expulsion 
from the body; and if an officer, to dis- 
missal from the service of the senate and 
to punishment for contempt. 

This paragraph covers particularly the ex- 
ecutive businéss of the senate and may not 
be held to apply to a communication made 
by an employé of the senate to the defense 
in an investigation. Some senators insist 
that Blumenberg was merely disorderly, and 
as such should be turned over to the district 
court for punishment. Others assert the 
dignity and authority of representatives of 
the senate must be maintained, else inves- 
‘tigations will degenerate into farces and a 
precedent established for disturbance of a 
committee's proceedings, which will return 
to plague what Senator Bailey of Texas 
loves to describe as the — legislative 
bod in the world.” 

Comment by Washington. 

' The Washington Times today says:

Five Launches Make Clear Water as 
Others Disappear. 


Tilghmans, Md., Feb. 4.—Six oystermen 
are believed to have been drowned in the 
Choptank river when their boats were car- 
ried into the open waters in the ice jam that 
began to move early this morning with th> 
gale that swept over Tilghmans Island. 

Five other launches, caught in the swirl- 
ing ice and water, managed to fight their 
way through the buffeting cakes and made 
clear water. 

The fight was watched by, Tilghmans 
Islanders. who stood on the wharf and 
shore, powerless to give assistance. 

For weeks the oyster boats and launches 
which took refuge in Dogwood Harbor off 
Tilghmans Island, when the ice began cios- 
ing the waters of the river, have lain there 
unable to move from their harbor. 

Warming Sun Does Work. 

The warming sun of the last few days did 
its work upon the ice, and yesterday the 
oystermen looked forward to work within a 
few days. Then came the wind last night. 

With cracking reports and whistling winds 
as am accompaniment the ice jam started to 
mdve, carrying with it the boats which had 
taken refuge off the little isiand. Through 
the dark hours the crews of the vessels 
fought against the cakes as they broke 
around them. / 


Ice Maroons 250 on Island. 

Deal Island, Md., Feb. 4.—Owing to the ice 
blockade more than 250 persons, the total! 
population of Holland Island, in Tangier 
sound, twelve miles southwest, for four 
weeks have been marooned from the main- 
land, deprived of medical aid and cut off 
from food supplies. Gov. Goldsborough to- 
day directed Commander Howard of the 
oyster police steamer Gav. Thomas, to make 
every effort to reach the Island.

Superintendent of Schools and Teacher

Freeport, L. I., Feb. 4—Whether former 
Superintendent Arthur E. Barnes of the 
town stole a kiss from a demure little 
teacher in the high school, Inez Armstrong, 
or whether it was voluntary on her part, as 
he later declared, the fact remains that the 
echo of that smack has turned this little 
town topsy-turvy.

there. They took station with ropes along 
the shore, but the _ was far beyond their 
reach. 

The Niagara avenue dean were sent to 
the lower ateel arch bridge, and there took 
station with a rope. The Canadian firemen 
had two ropes down from the cantilever 
bridge, which is about 800 yarés above the 
other structure. 

Just above the old Maid of the Mist land- 
ing, a quarter of a mile from the whirlpool 
rapids, the foe cn which the three were 
borne broke into two sections, each about 
200 feet square, the man and woman on one, 
Heacock on the other. 


Brave in Face of Death. 

Heacock waved his hand to his companions 
in distress as his floe moved clear of the 
other, and, caught in a current, raced down 
the river. The other floe then shot towards 
the American shore, ard was caught In an 
eddy and whirled there for about five min- 
utes. This was within sight of the tum- 
bling waters that marked the beginning of 
the rapids—anc death. 

Heacock saw the ropes dangling from the 
briege and made ready to catch one. Very 
ccolly he took off his overcoat and posed 
himself on the tossing floe. In his course 
there dangled one rope, and a second was 
movec towards him. He caught that held 
dy Officer Pat Kelly of the Ontario police 
force and a company of about twenty. rail- 
roac men—caught it and jumped free of the 
ice. 

The sag of the rope at that great drop 
0 feet, let him into the chilly water up to 
his waist. And before he was clear of it he 
was frightfully battered bysthree successive 
floes of jutting ice. 


Boy Drops Sixty Feet. 

Not content with the efforts of the men 
above to draw him up, he tried to assist him- 
self hand over hand. The time was 1 
o'clock, and the hour or "nore that the boy 
had been on the ice, and the efforts of the 
icy ducking had sapped his strength. He 
stopped trying to pull h'mself up and hurg 
limp on the rope, which spun him around 
like a top. 

Kelly and his men pulled steadily. Ten 
feet, twenty, twenty-five, thirty feet—up 
he came. 

‘The great crowd on the bridges cheered— 
those that were not weeping. Grimly the 
boy hung on, trying always to get himself 
or his leg wound about the rope. 

Then his hands began to slip. He sought to 
get hold of the rope with his teeth, but could 
not. Finally just as he was about sixty fee* 
clear of the water his head fell back. He 
was utterly spent. He lost his grip and 
plunged far down intu the stream. 

When he came up his face turned towards’ 
the great wave, and he feebly moved his 
arms in the breast stroke. But the mighty 
rush of water Was too much for him. 


Tossed About Like Cork. 
He was caught like a cork and was sent 
racing on into the midst of the seething 
waters. For perhaps a half minute he was 
in view, and then he cisappeared in the 
spume. 

Heacock's failure was witnessed dy the 
man on the other floe. The woman appar- 
ently dared not look. The man appeared calm 
as he in turn prepared to make a play against 
death, when, caught by a downriver current, 
the floes moved into the course Heacock had 
gone. 

As the couple swung under the cantilever 
bridge, the mag grasped a rope and tried to 
put it about the woman's waist. The force 
of the current was too much for the rope. It 
parted. and the man waved the tora end 
toward the crowd. 

There was still another chance—the rope 
that was dropped from the lowér steel arch 
bridge by the Niagara Avenue firemen. As 
the floe went into swift drift the man caught 
it and grimly hung on. He was given slack 

and he tried to wind the rope about the 
woman's waist. He fumbled in his agony 
of effort as if his bands were numb. The 
rush of the ice in the stream was overpower- 
ing. When he could not tle the rope about 
the woman he let it go. 


Thinks Only of Woman, ! 
There apparently was no thought of him- 
self. He raised the woman to der fest, 
kissed her, and clasped her in bis arms. The 
made as if to cross herself, then sank 
to her krees. The man knelt beside her, his 
arms clasped close about her. 
So the’ went to their death The ice held 


. intact until it struck the great wave. There 


‘woman near us. 


the woman at hie side disappeared from 
view. 

The direct cause of the breaking of the ice 
bridge is believed to have been the impact of 
a free floe from above. The field at the base 
of Horseshce Falis disappeared with the 
bridge, and eye witnesses declare it broke 
away first, piling down upon the span of 
ice across the stream with terrific force'and 
with a din like the firing of a battery of artil- 
lerv. 


Boy Relates His Experience. 

Cleveland, O., Feb. 4. [Special. I— Ignatius 
Roth, who was rescued at Niagara Falls 
today when Burrell Heacock, his companion, 
was drowned, came back, to Cleveland to- 
night to tell his mother how hewwon his life 
from the cracking floes of the ide bridge by 
a happy catch of a rope's end. 

Burrell and I had crossed the ice bridge 
from the American side nearly to the Cana- 
dian side. he said We took some pic- 
tures and then started back toward the 
American side: There were a man anda 
We were about in the mid- 
dle of the bridge when I heail a cracking 
sound. I laughed, because it didn't seem to 
be anything serious, and we did not run. 


Shore Seems to Move. 

“TY told Burrell to see if the other people haa 
heard anything. Then I heard a rumbling 
sound, and the ce bridge was broken. It 
seemed as if the shore moved and we stood 
still, as the ice broke down toward the rap- 
ids. 

The four of ue, the man and woman, Bur- 
rell and I, were all together in the middle of 
the river. We began to get scared, and we 
ran first this way and that. There were 
some shanty men on the bridge and they ran 
to shore. The shanty men ran towards the 
Canadian shore, and one of them, Red Hill, I 
think his name was, yelled to us to come to 
the Canadian side: They got off, but when 
we got there the ice had parted. 

We ran again to the American side. The 
man and the woman had been running toand 
fro as the ice broke up. Finally the woman 
fell down, and the man called to us to help 
him. He safd he could not do anything alone. 
We went back and tried. Then I ran to the 
Canadian shore and didn't see the others 
again. 1 


WILD FOWL RACE WITH TRAIN.

DISCUSS STRIKE 


North and West Side Employes 
Talk Over Grievances: Pre- 


paratory to Massmeeting. 


CONFERENCE ON Monk 


} 
Working Conditions in Cold 
Weather One of Chief Points 
in Controversy. 


Motormen and conductors on the north 
and west side street car lines yesterday dis- 
cussed their grievances as a preliminary to 
the massmeeting of car workers called for 
tonight in Schoenhofen hall, 1224 Milwaukee 
avenue, to protest against certain conditions 
under which they are compelled to work. 

The meeting’ was called by officials of di- 
vision No. 241 of the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion of Street Railway Employés.’ This 
branch of the union includes the employés of 
the Chicago Railways company. There are 
about 6,000 motormen and conductors in the 
division. 

It is declared that a large number of the 
street car men are in a mood to strike, and 
that it has been only with extreme difficulty 
the officials of the union have prevented a 
walkout. 

Although members of the union talked 
freely, the organization officials were reti- 
cent last night, but they admitted the sit- 
vation was critical. C. W. Mills, secretary 
of division No. 241, said the union and the 
street railway company were negotiating to 
settle the trouble. | 

Suffer During Cold Wave. 

“ While I decline to tell the specific things 
under consideration, I believe all the griev- 
ances will be properly arranged.“ he as- 
serted. Most of the street car men have 
worked at the business for years. They are 
not in the habit of asking for unreasonable 
things. 

On the other hand, they are organized for 
the purpose of protecting themselves against 
imposition. I will say that a great deal of 
dissatisfaction exists. In the first place Jan- 
vary was the most severe month in years. 
The conductors were compelled to stand out 
in the cold all day. The company tightened 
up its time tables until it was impossible to 
make the schedule. 

When the men were late they were cen- 
sured by the company. In some instances 
they were discharged. Then there has been

NEW MAN THEORY 


Bones Found in England Show 
Human Race Is Older than 
Was Thought. 


AGE OVER 100,000 YEARS. 


Being Much More Like Modern 
Briton than the Neander- 
thal Type. 


[BY CABLE ro THE CHICAGO TRISUNE.] 

LONDON, Feb. 4—Engiieh scientists are 
taking great imterest in the discovery of a 
skeleton beneath an undisturbed layer of 
bowlders and clay in East Ang lia, now Nor- 
folk and Suffolk. If the evidence is good, this 
skeleton must be that of a man who belonged 
to a race that lived in that district before 

the most severe of the various ice Nee aaa 
of the glacial period. 

A Singular feature of the discovery is that. 
in most respects, the skeleton resembles that 
of the modern Englishmen and ia not of the 
more simian type to which the Neandertha! 
man, though a much later phenomenon, be- 
longs. 


Primitive Type Survived. 

There now seems to be a growing body of 
evidence that the modern type of man was 
evolved at an extremely early date before 
the beginning of the glacial period, but that 
for thousands of years afterwards the primi- 
tive, or Neanderthal, type continued to flour - 
ish in Europe. 

Until this find the Neanderthal man was 
regarded as the oidest in Europe, and one of 
the ectentific commentators says: 

“Some people were hasty enough to dis- 
cern in these Neanderthal men, with their 
monkeylike qualities, evidence of the miss- 
ing link. -It is now clear that they were sur- 
vivors of a stock which had ceteriorated, and 
not progenitors of our race. If we have to 
accept the theory of evolution—and it is 
still only a theory—it is a puzzling fact that 
man has changed so little in 100,000 years. 


Prof. Keith’s Opinion. 

On this point Prof. Keith, anthropologist 
at the myseum of the Royal College of Sur- 
geons, says of the latest discovery: 

“There is every evidence that this man 
lived long before the glacial period. During 
this period England was covered with a 
great thickness of ice. Finally this melted 
and a layer of débris was deposited. It was 
underneath a deposit of this sort that the 
skclegon was found. Hence he must have 
lived before the ice age and before the rivers 
formed. 

“The finding of this skeleton strengthens 
the belief that the evolution of man was an 
infinitely longer process than we originally 
thought. At one time believers in the evolu- 
tion theory thought that man's development 
to his present state might have taken some- 
thing like 10,000 years. Later they put the 
period at something around 20,000 years. 
The difference, if any, between this man’s 
bodily framework and modern man's fs so 
minute as to prove that the evolution must 
have taken hundreds of thousands of years. 

This discovery shows that England was 
inhabited as early as if not earlier than any 
continental country.”

Council Expected to Dispose of 
Issue Tonight. 


‘FORECAST LIVELY CONTEST. 


Mayor’s Pian of $188,500 Appropria- 
tion Will Be Brought Up. 


Property owners in the vicinity of Twenty- 
first street and Homaa avenue have lost a five 
months’ fight to prevent a saloon from being 
‘ opened at that corner. Most of them were 
} yurprised when barroom fixtures were moved 
Into the building last week and a sign an- 
nounced that the place would open for busi- 
ness in a fewdays. The victory of the saloon 
owners may be only temporary, for a petition 
asking‘ the mayor to revoke this new license 
was circulated yesterday among the residents 
of the neighborhood. 

Voting machines will occupy the attention 
of the city council tonight. It is expected the 
question of appropriating $188,500 for the 
first 500 machines contracted for by the elec- 
tion commissioners will develop a lively 
fight. Ald. John A. Richert, chairman of the 
finance committee, will bring up the subject. 


Two Plans Rejected. 
It was first proposed to permit the . to 
confess judgment in order to pay for the 
machines. The council voted 31 to 29 to con- 
fess judgment. Mayor Harrison declared the ) 
plan had been approved by that vote, but the 
point was raised that a majority of the elect- 
ed members of the council was necessary.

Mayor Harrison then recommended that 
the appropriation bill be amended so as to 
care for the $188,500 needed. The finance 
committee approved the amendment and an 
effort was made to get the council to pass it 
at its last meeting. The plan was objected to, 
however, and final disposition was postponed 
until tonight. 


Absent Aldermen Needed. 

There are two vacancies in the council— 
only sixty-eight aldermen. Eight of these 
were absent when the council] voted on the 
plant of confessing judgment on Jan. 18. 
If all those who voted against the proposi- 
tion before take the same stand tonight, the 
votes of the eight addermen absent before 
i will be necessary to pass the amendment.

Threats of mob violence have persuaded 
the “village board’ of Morgan Park to ask 
police protection for its first meeting since 
the decision of Judge Charies M. Walker 
that the village's annexation to Chicage was 
invalid. 

The meeting—bdarring accident ei be 
held tomorrow night in a vaegant store at 
2057 Morgan avenue. The village hall, erdi- 
naruly used, is disqualified, being ecoupied 
by sundry repfesentatives of the Chicago 
Police and fire departments. Probabiy the 
first proceedings of the board, if it is allowed 
to proceed, will be to take steps toward the 
removal of the “ interlopers.’’ 


Indignation Meeting Planned. 
It is expected that about the time the 
board starts business an indignation meet-

The enemies contend that as Morgan Park 
has .been legally annexed to Chicago, the 
board is ho longer authorized to act in w- 
lage affairs.

SMALL OUTSIDE INTEREST 


Outflow of Gold Not Expected to 


Assume Large Pro- 1 
portions. 


New York, Feb. 4.—[Special.]—Trading in 
stocks on some days last week was more 
active than at any time since the beginning 
of the year, in fact, since the middfe of last 
December. 

The week's price movements and the dis- 
tribution of stock exchange business sug- 
gest that this activity was almost entirely 
due to enlarged operations by professional 
traders. There was little evidence of any 
general outpouring ef stocks to account for 
the declines which took place, and the fluctu- 
ations appeared to represent more than any- 
thing else a readjustment of stocks in the 
hands of traders. 

On the other hand, the decline in ces 
seemed to call forth little outside interest in 
the market, and what appeared to be the 
covering of a large short interest in several 
active stocks was conducted during the sec- 
ond half of the week without bringing about 
any sharp recoveries from previous declines. 

Professionals in Control. 

News of an interesting character was not 
lacking, and naturally the actual develop- 
ments of the week, supplemented by rumors 
which were current, were pointed to as af- 
fording the explanation of the course of 
prices on the stock exchange, but as a mat- 
ter of fact the connection betwen the tw 
was not altogether clear. 

The uniformly bearish interpretation put 
upon most of the week's happenings ind!- 
caied that events were being viewed in the 
light of the market movement rather than 
that the latter was a normal refiection of 
current developments. It was, in fact, a 
week in which professional traders had the 
market largely in their own hands. 

Gold exports from a market greatly over- 
supplied with money as this market has been 
for a considerable period are regarded in 
tanking circles with favor, instead of with 
an uneasiness, and the same attitude was 
adopted on the stock exchange last week 
on the announcement of the engagement 
of $2,000,000 gold export to Paris, to be fol- 
lowed in all probability by further ship- 
ments. 

Why Gold Is Going Out. 

This gold would not be going out were the 
demand for money here sufficient to warraun: 
borrowers to pay even a moderate rate of 
interest, judged by the normal standard of 
this country’s money market. For the last 
few weeks, particularly for the last fort- 
night, discount rates on none of the prin- 
cipal European markets have been high, and 
yet our own market has been the cheapest 
of all. 

Gold under these conditions can easily be 
spared up to the extent to which the move- 
ment may go in order to equalize more nearly 
the interest money markets. The outflow has 
begun, however, without the exchange mar- 
ket being in a position which woud justify 
general participation in the gold export 
movement at this time. For this reason the 
outfiow is not likely to assume large propor- 
tions unless conditions change.
